Dr.HopperTo Speak At Mac 



Dr. William David Hopper, 
President of the International 
Research Center in Ottawa, 
will be on campus January 27, 
1972 to speak at the Memorial 
Assembly. 

Dr. Hopper was born in Otta- 
wa where he received his high 
school education at Lisgar Col- 
legiate. He graduated from Mac 
with a B.Sc. (Agr.) specializing 
in Agricultural Economics. He 
proceeded to Cornell Universi- 
ty and during this tenure there, 
studied the economic organiza- 
tion of a village in North Cent- 
ral India under the auspices of 
a Social Science Research 
Council Fellowship. This study 
became the basis of a Ph.D. 
dissertation at Cornell, where 
in 1957. he received a degree 
in Agricultural Economics, 
Cultural Anthropology and In- 
ternational Economics. 

Dr. Hopper has served in 
various capacities in Universi- 
ty work during the past twelve 
years: Associate Professor of 
Agricultural Economics at On- 
tario Agricultural College; As- 
sistant Professor of Econo- 
mics, University of Chicago; 
Visiting Professor at Ohio Sta- 
te University, the University of 



Chicago and the Indian Agricul- 
tural Research Institute, New 
Delhi. 

Dr. Hopper has had extensive 
experience in various fields of 
international agriculture in 
Asia, and Africa serving with 
the Ford Foundation and the 
Rockefeller Foundation. He has 




DR. HOOPER 
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served as a consultant to the 
World Bank on Indian Agricul- 
tural Development, to the go- 
vernment of Kenya or problems 
of agricultural marketing and 
price policies and to the Indian 
Council of Agricultural Re- 
search. 

In May 1970, the Government 
of Canada passed a bill which 
created the International Deve- 
lopment Research Center, the 
brainchild of the Hon. L.B. 
Pearson, Maurice Shong, then 
Presidents of Canadian Interna- 
tional Development Agency (Cl- 
DA) and others in the area of 
foreign aid. It has been said 
that few government bills have 
passed Parliament with such 
enthusiasm and whole hearted 
support. Dr. Hopper was 
brought home from India to 
become the first President of 
the International Development 
Research Center. 

Dr. Hopper has selected the 
topic "Towards the well being 
of Rural Peoples. "The Memo- 
rial Assembly will be held on 
Thursday January 27th at 11:00 
a.m. in the Assembly Hall.
